WASHINGTON, January 24.—The com 


plete domination of congress by the 
extreme protectionists hat been strik- 
ingly illustrated during the past week, 
when the wavs and means committee 
has been c i< dur.inj? hearings on tbe 
billu-g;dby both the president and 
tbe secretary of war, and which pro- 
vides that but 25 per cent, of the Ding- 
ley tariff shall ba co'.lactei on sugar 
and tobicco imparted from tbe Phil- 
ippines and that other imports from 
the Philippines shall be admit t id duty 
free. The president urged trrt legis- 
lation in his message a> essential to 
the welfare of the archipelago and Sec 
retary Taft bas haunted the halls of 
congress tryirg to impress their duty 
in the matter on mem' e-s of the lower 
house, but the fact that "hearings" 
have been held is regarded as indicat- 
ing the unwillingness of the leaders to 
permit the passage of the b 11. The 
'ear that some protected interest, and 
particularly the sugir trust, may suf- 
fer is leading such prominent Repub- 
licans as Di'zsl', Grrsvenor, Payne 
and others to oppose the measure and 
its chances in the hcuse are indeed 
slim, while in the senate they are nil. 


The course of certain members of 


congreis believed to b3 controlled by 
railroads is being watched with ex 
treme interest by those- who espouse 
the cause of the people versus the 
great common 
carrier monopolies. 


The president has made it so plain 
that no member of congress can be in 
dcubt as to his duty regarding the 
railway rate 
question. 
The small 


shipper needs the protection of tbe 
federal government against the rebates 
Mid discrimination which have built 
up the great trusts of the country by 
methods conceived and first practiced 
by the Standard 0 1 company and since 
a optei by every 
successful trust. 


Despite these fasts, however, there 
seems to be a set 
determination 


to prevent adequate legislation and 
the opposition is developing in most 
insidious form. 
Astute members of 


congress are resorting to their favorite 
tactics and less wise members are 
making their usual blunders. 


The uninitiated senator or repre- 


sentative takes it for granted that the 
best way to kill a bill, or defeat a 
policy, is to speak agalost it and vote 
against it. Nat so the Initiated. He 
appreciates the danger of such a 
course where the bill or policy com- 
mands popular respect and he there- 
fore poses as its friend, but he is -too 
solicitous. 
With a determination to 


secure "full, complete and accurate 
knowledge on the tubject" he persists 
in bringing in witnesses who take up 
the time of the committee having the 
measure in charge, until it becomes 
too late In the session for action. This 
is called "strangling in committse," 
and is the favorite method of Senator 
Elkins, Representative Dilzell, Gen- 
eral Grosveuor and similar "states- 
men." Another favorite practice, es- 
pecially with measures of national 
importance and affecting the railroads,

SMOOT 
ON THE 
STAND 


Eeed Smoot, sena- 
tor from Dtah ind 
an apostle in the 
M o r m o n church, 
who has for a long 


time been the centre of an investiga- 
tion w to his right to hold his seat In 
the senate of the United States, took 
the witness stand on Friday of last 
week and occupied it for six hours. 
The evidence given during his first 
day on the stand was interesting but 
not startling. 
He gave the impres- 


sion that he was weighing carefully 
his words and spoke in terms unmis- 
takable, though on some points his 
knowledge seemed to be deficient. He 
declared during his giving of testi- 
mony that he was elected to the senate 
ai a representative and not aa a Mor- 


mon; 
that he would not submit to 


church dictation regarding his action 
as senator, and that he had never 
advised any man or woman to live in 
polygamy. 


It is not the purpose of this article 


to give the testimony of the witness, 
interesting aa much of it is, but to 
discover where he stands—what he 
would do in case of a conflict between 
the law of the land and some tenet 
of the Mormon church. He said tbat 
his convictions as to his religion have 
deepened since he became an apostle, 
though he had not been a very active 
Mormon. He attributes to the spirit 
of the church the fact that President 
Smith ie disobeying the law. He be 
llevea in polygamy as an abstract 
principle, but has not believed in 
practicing it .since the supreme court 
decided 
against it. 
Whatever he 


might do or not do in case of conflict 
between the laws of his church and 
his country, the evidence, a portion of 
which has been 
herein indirectly 


quoted, seems to indicate that he 
wculd be a d&ngerous man in the sen- 
ate. He believes in the doctrines of 
the church as learned in his infancy 
and his convictions have deepened 
since becoming an apostle; he believes 
in polygamy as an abstract principle, 
and it is for their mental convictions 
that men throughout the lands of the 
globe have entered the arena and 
fought. He believes that the Mormon 
president is violating the national l&w 
because of the "spirit of the church" 
and it is only reasonable to assume 
that Smoot, the apostle, might do as 
Smith,tb.e'president,has done—cling to 
the church and disregard the state.

Bachel was not manacled, 


but at S.vearingen's request, she was 
kept to her cabin.

captain of the brig kept Swearingen 
below because he thought that he, too, 
although ironed, would leap overboard 
and thus end his life. 


S tvearingen was detained in Baltimore 


for more than ten days and then, nnder 
a strong guard, v ai conveyed to Cum 
berland in en: of the stage coaches 
that ran from Baltimore to Wheeling, 
through Frederick and Mlddletown. 
His arrival in tbe little mountain city 
caused an immense commotion, bnt it 
soon quieted down. 


Arrangements were milrlcg for hit 


trial when it was ditcovered that there 
was a strong desire for his release. In 
a word there was a sudden, unexpected 
change in public opinion as to his 
guilt. People, in that region at that 
time—1833-39—were net so law-abid 
ing as they are now and until the exe 
cmioner had done his woik, there w: 
a fear that an attempt to rescue the 
prisoner would be made. 


George Swearingen had a brother 


younger than himself—Dr. Charles 
Swearingen.

George Swearingen's avowal, made 


after his fate was sealed and when re

must be taken for truth sn i the corrob- 
iration of bis statement by the unfor- 
unate Bachel Cunningham, should 
ikewise be regarded as truthful. His 
avowal was that all Improper conduct 
ictween him and Bachel Cunningham 
ceased when her unfortunate condilun 
became known and was never renewed. 
He had been strictly faithful to hie 
wife. The story that the girl was a 
wanton and had destroyed the hap- 
piness of several families, 
had no 


'onndatlon. She never had doae a 
wrong act, except with Swearingen. 
The father of the writer taught vocal 
and instrumental music In every town 
n Franklin and Washington counties 
and never heard of her sinning In this 
way with any man bnt Swearingen. 
Jeorge Swearingen, although hung as 
uch, was not a murderer. He would 
not die as he did were he tried now fjr 
killing his wife. He had wronged a 
xx>r and very beautiful girl, but he 
did all he could to prevent her going 
to total ruin. The good men do is oft- 
imes burled with their bones. 


Iff* her mother, I was asked if I law 
the children to tell them it was time 
to go home. I started for our camp (1 
was one of a party of five who tried 
camp life for a week, the ages of the 
party being from 14 to 17.) Following 
a path close to the river, I heard some 
screaming and the cry, "Fannie is 
drowning!

A 
young man named Thistle was either a 
witness or had something to do with 
he trial, and this young fellow be- 
onged to a family of considerable 
imminence, their plantation lying a 
ahcrt distance south of Cumberland, 
on the east bank of the Potomac 
Dr. 


Charles S if earingen was very popnlar 
n the town and sometlnu after tbe 
langing of his brother George, this 
Thistle family gave "a grand party," 
dance, big midnight dinner, &3. The 
>est people in tbe town were there 
and-so was Dr. Sveiringen. After 
some dancing had been indulge* in and 


'hile the daneeri were promenading. 


Dr. Sw«a-ingen went out and some one 
mentioned the fact. 
Presently, how- 


ever, he returned, a double barreled 
shotgun in his hand. 
Deliberately 


pointing the weapon at young Thistle, 
he pulled one of the triggers. Taittle 
ell, the load entering the right side of 
his head. All was wild excitement and 
horror. Dr. Sirearingen ran out to the 
>arden, leaped a fence and putting the 
mzzle of the gnn to his fetrt, he man- 


aged to have a board if the fence pull 
ihe trigger. He was dying when they 
bund him and all he slid was: "Is 
Thistle dead?" Being told that he 
was, Swearingen remarked;

Wm. Van Bujkirk, one of the bright- 


est lawyers in Maryland and 01 e of the 
counsel that defence I George Swear- 
ingen, committed suicide about the 
year 1843 or '44, by shooting Urns ilf in 
the forehead with a dou ale barreled 
shotgun- He laid down on a bench 
near the main entrance door of the

•with his feet. He was once secretary 
of state of Maryland and a man of re- 
markable knowledge, legal and other- 
wise. 
He was well versed In the 


French and other languages. It is not 
necessary to give his reason for k lling 
himself.

Oar family lived about six 


miles from Hagerstown and my father, 
who taught music in that place, as well 
as at Hancock, Clear Spring, G-een- 
castle, Chambersburg, Boonibaro and 
Williamiport, was well a q tainted with 
Swearugjn.
